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1. Sh<n^l 7 before your office distributed X>2TS-2231 and X 41159 
this office began laying plans for a project vhieh vas to use the present 
extenslTe Jewish enigtatlen for a sooroe of Cl Infcawiatlon. Prellninary 
Imrestigatiens on the subject plainly showed that no one in the Aaerlcan 
Forces In Austria had a clear pleture of either the procedure or the 
agencies inwolTed. Oensequeatly, it was decided to approach the Jewish 
agency dlreotly, appealing to then as former Allies war tine collabora- 
tors, in an effort to gain the basle knowledge of the Jewish Inigratlon 
Serrloe, ohannels, and personalities* At the sane tine it was anticipated 
that tfarooghfa sincere direct approach nuch fresh Cl infomatlon could be 
obtained (see LfX 216, para A-1). 

2* At the same time, it was anticipated that certain conrert 
operations could be carried on eren in the preliminary stages of this pro- 
ject through direct contact and a certain amount of penetration. (see LYX 
216, para A-2) . 

3* Thereafter, An the long-range picture, it was planned to 
penetrate eooqtletely both the Jewish Agency, Political Seetian, and those 
other Intelligeaee serrlces using the Jewish igency courier and emigration 
sorrlees (see Lfl 216, para A 3)* 



4* Tlth the above in mind BO 101 adTlsed SD 110 to approeoh 
directly the head of the Jewish agency in Austria (COHBOCTCR). This 
approach was originally made by BB 110 in the guise of a correspondent 
searching for the complete Jewish emigration picture. The contact was 
successfully made by BO 110 And OM6OGT0R was sincerely led along for mmalhi 
to a ptint whero the question of eeunter-intelligenee infoimrtAoR SinF 
up* At that point BD 110 adTlsed OONBOGTOR that he was with m AMtiftomm 
Intelligence organisation and desired to obtain this infonuiAlam ih a 
purely local basis. DD 110 's apprcach and tlminR were excellent, because 
CONDUCTOR now continues to prorlde exceedingly good Cl and SI infomatlon 
and is extremely discreet doneeming his contact with OD 110. 
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5. It is antlclpatsd that the long-tange alas aill aot be 
begun for soae aonths and then on a most eautloas basis. 

6. In the meantime, howerer, CONSdCTQR requested that OD 110 
meet Mr. RPF F^U Representative in Europe for the Polltloal Section 
of the Jewish Agency. CORDOCTOR stated that some very important discus- 
sions would take place. It was quite evident it that point that GONDOCTOR 
had reported his American Intelligence contact to his chiefs and, from 
previous discussions with SD 110, had indicated that he desired to make 
andoffieial eemtaet with American Intelligence. DD 110 was instructed 

to keep the diseussions on a purely local level and indicate that he 
would pass on the information to higher authorities for any overal decisions. 
K) 110 handled the mooting exceedingly well and, for the sake of elurity, 
his report is reproduced below. 

^Va. As previousl y ann ounced, DD 110 had an interview with i 
COHDOCTOR and his chief, Mr. RDinR, the Roving Representative in Europe : 
of the Political DepartMnt of the Jewish Agency. The latter generally '' 
stays in Qeneva whmever he is not travelling around Europe. 

b. DD 110 told RDFFER that at this particular time thpre 
could be no qpiestiw of an overill policy of official cooperation of our 
organisation and the Political Department of the Jewish Agency, but that . 
hOp.WBS convinced that the policy chiefs saw no objection to field stations 
cooperating closely with the local emissaries of the Political Department, 
ffl} 110 gave him examples of our stations in London, Cairo and Jerusalem, 
who, he had to admit, wore working quite fruitfully with the Jewish 
Agency representatives. 

c. This did not exactly please RDIFER. He had hoped that 
since the British do not want to work with the Jewish Agency during peace- 
time (he previoualy stated to DD 110 that the British had broken off 
official contact with the Political Department), somehow the American la- 
telligenee Services would cooperate* In order to explain his position, 
he gave DD 110 the following explanations 

1) The Political Department of the Jewish Agency did 
SOM intelligence work during this war and did it with the 
collaboration of the British and Asnrican intelligraoe ser- 
vices. Right nos the political Department had no interost 
in running an intelligonee service outside Palestine. The 
British know perfectly well that the Political Department 
has an intelligonee servic e in Palestine which is a tacti- 
cal area for them. RUfflk continued by saylisg that the 
entire emigration was not run by the Political Department 
(but forgot to add that CONDDCTGR znn it in Austria) . He 
miphaslsed that COMDUCTOR was here not as the representative 
of the Polltloal Department, but of Palcor. (the Palestine 
Telegraph Agency) . He apparently forgot that DD 110 found 
a stamp in GOMDDCTGR's office bearing the Imprint "Politi- 
cal. Department of the Jewish Agency, Section Vienna*. Re 
also forgot that DD 110 knows that Palon* is a cover for 
the Political Department, headed in London by UEB SHALL, one 
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of tho soft aotlTO aasbor* of the Polltloal Department in 
latanbul during thia war. 1^ continued to eaj that the 
Political Oepartnent had aome aetlTitiea in Kurope and 
admitted quite frankly that a niadoer of meaaengera were aent 
either by the Qenera or the Anatrlan section into the 
Balkana. 9e alao aaid that one of the main Intereata of 
the Political Department right now ia the coUeoticm of 
ewidenee againat Haeia who hare committed atrocities 
against the Jews or against nembers or agents of the 
Political Department idio hare betrayed the Jewish cause 
(read! Jewish Agency) daring thia war. These messengers 
of the Political Department in order to do their work 
efficiently hawe a number of secret contacts , some of low* 
loTol, some wary highly placed. Quite naturally they hear 
and see an enormous let of things. Axid the Political Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency^ which is immensely grateful to 
America for all it is doing for Jewish immigration, would be 
only too glad to pass along that accidentally obtained 
IntelUgence to some American agdnoy. 

2) He furthermore said that although he looks with 
faror upon close eooj^ration between American Intelligenee i 
field stations and local stations of the Political Oepart- 
ment he still bad some misglTlngs which were founded on past 
experiences. Be cited the examples of the Jerusalem 
section of 033 working closely with them, getting a lot of 
information without giwlng the Jewish Agency oredit for it 
and at the same time playing the same game with the Arabs. 

The second example he cited was that of the British Intelli- 
gence serwices during 'this war refusing an oYsrall collabo- 
ration with the Jewish Agency outside Palestine and still 
using the Political Department's Swiss rapresentatlwe and 
his network to obtain raluable Intelligence without again 
glwlng the Jewish Agency credit for it. 

3) He then took up again the natter of his messengers 
and said that eren if some intelligenee wedjd be required by 
me, he could only get it for me provided it did not go 
against any Jewish Interests, it did not demand a speolal 
risk from the messenger not connected with his usual duties, 
and it would not antagonise the Russians. He reminded me 
that 650,000 Jaws are still living in Russian-dominated 
countries and that he saw no percentage in endangering the 
situation of these Jews by spying upon the Russians. 

4) Later on he softened and said that if all those 
conditions were observed, he would be glad to cooperate with 
me and place his agents at my disposal for the collecting of 
intelligence* He posed one condition, that Washington s*»<wi l ld 
know that I obtained this intelligenee from the Political 
Department in order to diow what a close oollaboratiMi between 
a Held station and their local representative could produce . 
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// Ha hopad that if at a latar period thla collaboration of 
j local nature would proya yaliiabla enough to WavhlagtoBf 
> Waahlngj^mi would than continue an orarall collaboration 
which would not be Halted to a cartain geographical area, 
but to Europe and the Near East. 

d* After haring reached thla point, BUFFER then naked what 
} kind of intalllganoa I would eventually require. I hare to note hare 
- that I an oonataiitlj emphaaliing that I aa a counter intelligence officer 
' and not a collector of active Intelligence againat any other country, I 
inalated that tlw lhaitedjStataa and thla organiiation had no iatereat 
"wtotaoev er ihna^lSg ~^on a foreign country or upon an Ally. That the only 
intelHgenoe requeated waa that of auch nature Ahieh would give etldenee 
of any 'aggreaaive acta, trenda, or part lea againat the US Foroea in iuatria 
~or th e United Statea in general. To be apeclflo I poaed the following 
requ irenentat 

1) The collection of intelligence about any racket 
run by Jewa, by non-Jewa, by philanihropio or hnnanitarian 
^ganliatlona which uae the flam of innlgratlon into 

or Geraany for purpoaea other than ^ure iaadgratlon, 

^ I pointed out that the uncovering of auch aetivitiea could 

^ only enphaaiae in the ninda of hlgh>plaeed US peraonalltlea 

that the innlgratlon run by the Jewiah Agency waa a purely 
hunanitarian one and had nothing to do with the above* 
nentioned raoketa. 

2) Intelligence about any foreign agency which would 
uae the innigratloB channel illegally to penetrate the US i 
occupied sonea for any activity whataoever. (Thia waa kept 
vague on purpoae). 

3) The intelligence gathered fron the interrogation 
of auoh indlvlduala, 

4) Any intelligence which would show a proof of an 
aggreaaive act by aone foreign nation againat the US, be it 

. . . political or military. 

5 ) Any intelligence about war orialnala iriiioh would be 
uneovered by, the Jewiah Agency repreaentativea and would 
benefit either the War Crimea Board oof the State Department, 

e. Seeing that my r equirements were actually lesa demanding 
than he originally thought, RUFIER then told me that I did not have to be 
that timid about my requlrementa and that he would peraonally aee to it 
that ady information gathered by the messengera of the Political Department 
which fould not have a direct Jewiah inteWeat would be paaaed al<mg to me, 

: He eves went ao far at the end of the interview aa to aay that if I had a 
; certaih epeoiflc requirement which did not fall into the eategorlea 
I mentlonM above, he would have it fulfilled by one of hla agenta to the 
■ beat of their capabilities • He ended the Interview with informing me that 
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shoiild the Politloel Department uncover any intelligence of high policy 
level and which would go beyond this local and geographical arewi it . 

I would be turned over to us at a policy level. He added that he had such \ 

J a specific case in mind but that he would have to confer with SBERTOK 

»<r (who is now in Paris) before taking any action on this. He did not go 

further in the matter. *' 

7. It is requested that the war time background of the OSS • 
Jewish igency cooperation be restudied and then a decision made concerning 
the overall policy of direct contact with Jewish Agency Political Section. 
In the meantime, here in Aiaatria, we shall continue with this direct 
contact on a purely local basis unless otherwise directed. It is felt 
that at the present, as long as this contact is purely one way (Just 
receiving information) , that continued contact will nftt be compromising 

as long as a proper evaluation is made of the material.
